Drillers to Give. Information 
Drillers were asked to assist secur- 
ing information of their wells, by send 
ing in each’ week: daily records of their 
log for that ‘week; these unless the 
company released them for general 
use, were kept. private by the depart- 
ment, though in the Turner Valley 
field, each concern freely gave of its 
information to others. 

Advice on casing points, tests for 
water, assistance in bringing in high 
pressure or ‘otherwise difficult wells, 
production matters, ete, would all be 
accorded by, the department, added Mr 
Davies. 

Mr Davies made the significant 
statement ‘that his department
